The first of 
each line being the first in America it has been possible to prove. Where 
no references are given, Bible records and family history have been 
used.

With his wife, Ilizabeth, and several children he sailed 
in the “Talbot” which was probably the first vessel to enter Manchester 
Hiarbor, where they dropped anchor June 27, 1629. 

When he was about to leave England, Gov, Craddock wrote from 
Gravesend, Eng., under date of Apr. 17, 1629, a long letter concerning 
the affairs of the new colony, to Gov, John Endicott of the Mass. Bay 
Colony, in which is the following paragraph: “We desire you to take 
notice of one Lawrence Leach, whom we have found a careful and pain. 
ful man, and we doubt not he will continue his diligence. Let him have 
deserving respect.” 

filis life in America would seem to have justified the confidence re- 
posed in him by Gov. Craddock, as he was chosen Dee, 31, 1638, one of 
the seven men to manage the public affairs of Salem, an office which he 
held for years, and he had among his colleagues Gov. John Endicott, 

William Hawthorne, Roger Conant, John Woodbury and John Balch, 

_ He was one of the twelve jurymen, which in Boston in 1680, served 
on tho trial of the first capital case that was heard in Mass. Ile was one 
of the founders of the church at Salem, of which he was a prominent 
menvber. Ile engaged In farming and milling at Rial-side, and also had 
the first tron foundry in the colontes, 

This family is sald to have descended from John DeLeche, surgeon 
to Wing Mdward Pll of Mnogland. The cont of arms has upon tt three 
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crowns, the significance of which is, that upon one occasion while the 
kings of France and Scotland were prisoners of King ldward, the three 
kings dined at the house of the surgeon, and as a token of the incident, 
Edward handed DeLeche three crowns. Afterwards, when the king grant- 
ed him a large estate, three crowns were placed on his arms. 

The spelling of the name has varied at different times and different 
branches of the family. Lawrence and his descendants at Salem used 
the form Leach. Records from various wars spell the name Leah, Leatch, 
Leceh, Leech, Lirtch and Lish, although they are all descendants of the 
sume Salem line. 

The father of Lawrence was Richard Leach who married May 
14, 1576, Anne Yate at Leigh Parish, Atherton, Lancester Co., Eng.
